1940 Scheme to Restore Windsor 
As King Disclosed in Nazi Papers’ 


Duke Would Get British Throne If He 
Helped to Make Peace, Documents Say 
— He Issues Strong Denial. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (UP) 
—Captured wartime Nazi docu- 


ments made public yesterday 
disclosed that Germany was en- 
gaged in a scheme in 1940 to 
put the Duke of Windsor back 
on the throne of a subjugated 
Britain, if he would help make 
peace. 

The authors of the documents 
professed to have been en- 
couraged in their plan by the 
Duke's alleged admiration of | 
Hitler. They said he called his | 
brother, King George VI, “quite | 
foolish” and was bitterly 
against the war and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill. 

At one stage. the hitherto 
secret documents said, the 
Duke considered issuing a pub- 
lic statement “disavowing pres- 
ent English policy and break- 
ing with his brother.” One 
cable said “the Duke definitely 
believes that continued severe 
bombings would make England 
ready for peace.” 

The captured papers, cover- 
ing the period from June 23 to 
Aug. 31, 1940, were approved 
for publication by the British, 
French and American Govern- 
ments. They were the tenth in 
a series of historical papers re- 
leased by the State Department. 
Department officials cau- 


tioned that the documents all 
were of Nazi origin and gave 
only oné side of the story. The 
British Information Service here 
said the German records “are 
necessarily a much - tainted 
source.” The agency said the 
Duke was “subjected to heavy 
pressure” by the Germans to 
remain in Europe, but “never 
wavered in his loyalty to the 
British cause or in hig determi- 
nation to take up his official 
post as Governor of the Ba- 
hamas on the date agreed.” 
The Duke, in a statement is- 
sued through his London solici- 
tor, categorically denied the 
Nazi allegations as “fabrications 
and gross distortions of the | 
truth.” He said he treated the | 


German proposal “with the con- | | 


tempt it deserved.” 

The most dramatic sections 
dealt with the scheme hatched 
by Nazi Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, later 
hanged as a war criminal. to 
restore the Duke to the throne 
he gave up to marry the Balti- 
more divorcee, Wallis Warfield 
Simpson. 

At the time, the Duke was in 
Spain and Portugal en route to 
the Bahamas, where he had 
been ordered as aS governor.

Drive by South County 
Civic Council Has 
Ultimate Goal of 
Halting Project 
Planned for Barracks. 


Petitions to require submis- 
sion to the voters of a proposal 
to abolish the St. Louis County 
Housing Authority were being 
circulated today in the southern 
part of the county. 

Purpose of the proposal is 
to halt a $4,755,000 public hous- 
ing project planned for con- 
struction on a site in Jefferson 
Barracks and to prevent the 
building of public housing units 
in any unincorporated area of 
the county. 

The petitions are sponsored 
by the South County Civic 
Council, which made an unsuc- 
cessful effort recently to per- 
suade the housing authority to 
abondon the Jefferson Barracks 
project. 

Edgar P. Crecelius, president 
of the council, estimated that 
approximately 2000 signatures 
have been obtained thus far. He 
said about 8000, or 5 per cent 
of the vote cast in the last 
gubernatorial election in five of 
the seven county council dis- 
tricts, must be obtained if the 
question is to be submitted to 
thevoters. 

Calls for Repealer. 

The petitions call for a vote 
at the Nov. 4, 1958 general elec- 
tion on a proposed ordinance 
declaring there is on need for 
a housing authority in the 


_ county and repealing the rights 


of the agency. 

Crecelius, who is president of 
Lemay Bank and Trust Co., said 
petitions have been distributed 
to “nearly all” of the approxi- 
mately 40 civic and fraternal 
organizations represented by 
the South County Civic .Coun- 
cil. More than 100: volunteers, 
most of them members of these 
organizations, are circulating 
petitions, he said.

It was 
covered with coal, but could 
be reached through a small 
side door. Thirty-two five-gal- 
lon cans, a 30-gallon barrel, 
four one-gallon jugs and about 
16 fifths in bottles, were con- 
fiscated, Parker said. In addi-

HOUSE UNIT ASKS 
ACTION ON NEW 
SEA SAFETY CODE!

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—The 
State Department, Coast Guard 
and Maritime Administration 
officers told Congress Tuesday 
that last summer's Andrea 
Doria-Stockholm disaster had 
proved the necessity for a new 
safety-at-sea code. 


They also said that prelimin- 
ary steps had been taken to 
have a meeting convened of the 
47 signatory nations to the 1948 
international safety-at-sea con- 
vention with a view toward re- 
vising the convention's rules, 


The officials were testifying 
at a hearing called by the House 
Merchant Marine Committee to 
determine what had been done 
by Government shipping agen- 
cies toward making the ocean 
lanes safer for travel by Ameri- 
can citizens. The hearing was 
called by Committee Chairman 
Herbert C. Bonner (Dem.), 
North Carolina, as part of an 
investigation of possible changes 
in maritime law as a result of 
the accident a year ago, which 
took 50 lives. 

Capt. Robert T. Merrill, chief 
of the State Department's ship- 
ping division, told the commit- 
tee that informal conversations 
with other signatory nations to 
the 1948 convention indicated 
that there will be no difficulty 
in getting a required 16 to agree 
to an international meeting to 
stiffen the convention's rules. 

Faster Action Urged. 

He said, however, that it will 
take about three years to com- 
plete the necessary groundwork 
for holding such a meeting. 

This .displeased the commit- 
tee, which contended that the 
seriousness of the Andrea 
Doria-Stockholm disaster called 
for faster action. Committee 
members were especially inter- 
ested in the adoption and en- 
forcement of international rules 
requiring passenger liners and 
other ships to sail in recognized 
sea lanes to avoid collision.

take a “complete study of the 
watertight bulkheading and 
stability standards and the bal- 
lasting practices which have a 
bearing on the ability of a pas- 
senger ship to withstand dam- 
age.” 

The Andrea Doria sank 11 
hours after the collision ripped 
its starboard side. It had been 
certificated as fulfilling con- 
struction standards of bulkhead- 
ing and stability laid down in 
the 1948 convention. 

Federal Maritime Adminis- 

trator Clarence G. Morse re- 
ported that his agency and the 
Coast Guard are co-operating on 
proposed new navigation rules 
requiring all candidates for 
merchant marine officers to be 
satisfactorily trained in the use 
of radar. He said that his 
agency would establish a radar 
training school in New York 
beginning Oct. 1 to train of- 
ficers on temporary shore leave 
in the use of the navigation in- 
strument.

Old Steam Locomotive Stirs 
Railroaders’ Tales of Past 


Railroad men, yo and 

snedked away from ir jobs 
yesterday long enough to 
obbyists and plain 
at Union Station in scrutinizing

ve. 

The Kanawha type locomo- 
tive, used for 13 years by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad 
to pull freight cars in the Alle- 
gheny mountain country, was 
backed into the station yester- 
day for ceremonies in connec- 
tion with its pre tion to the 
Museum of Transport. It will be 
towed today to the museum, on 
Barrett Station road in St. 
Louis county. 

Stories Recalled. 

"Some railroaders came to ad- 
mire the 5000-horsepower titan 
and recalled stories of the 
noisy, dirty days when the 
jingle, the rumble and the roar 
of big steam engines inspired 
songs that have become a part 
of American folk heritage. 

Other, younger railroad men, 
more accustomed to the steady 
whir of the Diesel, eyed the 
850,000-pound black hulk, won- 
dered aloud about the efficiency 
of such a cumbersome piece of 


old, equipment, then listened in po- 


silence tp the tales of yes- 
te 


ryear. 

Virtually all the railroaders, 
young and old, climbed over the 
engine, peered into the cavern- 
ous firebox and sat in the pad- 
ded engineer's seat, gazing 
down the track as though they 
were roaring down. a mountain 
doing 90 miles an hour. 

“Yes, sir,” commented one 
oldster as he @xamined the 
steam e gauge, “a man 
had to what he was doing 
to run one of these. Nowadays, 
all they have to do is push a 
button or two,” he said disdain- 
fully, motioning toward the 
Colorado Eagle on a nearby 
track. 

The big locomotive, which is 
15 feet, 7 inches high and 105 
feet long, including the tender, 
was towed here by two Diesel 
engines over a circuitous route 
from Huntington, W.V. Bridges 
on a shorter route could not 
accommodate the retired unit.

2-8-4, indicating it has a two- 
wheel truck in front, eight 
drive wheels and a four-wheel 
truck in back.

Dear Folks: 


It would appear that Burrus has been made the goat of a political maneuver. 
The rumor is widely circulated in Washington that “Prior to the general 
elections in November of 1956, the Democratic National Committee ‘sicked’ 
its hatchet men on Commodity Credit Corporation’s handling of the Burrus 
case, seeking scandal material with which to discredit the Eisenhower admin- 
istration.” For some unrevealed, but particularly intriguing reason, Senator 

' Kerr Scott, Democrat of North Carolina, was made the mouthpiece for the 
Committee. More revealing of intent and purpose, because of its timing, is 
the date line of October 25, 1956, when Senator Scott said, among other 
things, “...the government may have to pay a pretty price to bail out the 
banks.” , 


The date of publicizing, just before the general elections on November 6, 
1956, and the focusing of attention on the fact that Arthur Eisenhower, then 
Vice-Chairman of the Commerce Trust Company of Kansas City, a creditor 
bank of Burrus, was a brother of President Eisenhower, were purely coinci- 
dental, I am sure. 


It is said that “one of the investigators for the Democratic National Com- 
mittee was James R. Naughton”; again, quite coincidentally, I am sure, 
Naughton is serving as Counsel for the Intergovernmental Relations Subcom- 
mittee under the Chairmanship of Congressman L. H. Fountain, Democrat 
of North Carolina. I was surprised, and particularly impressed and pleased, 
with the dignity, careful consideration of every ‘questionable issue, and the 
fairness of attitude of Chairman Fountain and every member of the Subcom- 
mittee. There has been so much street gossip that this company welcomed 
the Public Hearings, and would have insisted on Public Hearings had they 
not been called. They provided the opportunity to air our grievances against 
Commodity Credit Corporation.

Gains for City Workers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Employes of the City of St. Louis 
are apt to be pretty confused if 
they read William A. Webb’s (a 
member of the Board of Freehold- 
ers) recent letter about the pro- 
posed new City Charter. 

In that letter, he raised a number 
of questions about civil service bene- 
fits sections of the Charter. Since 
Mr. Webb and I were among the 
authors of the new Charter, he could 
have answered those questions. 
Since he chose not to, I will. 

Mr. Webb questions, in effect, 
whethér city employes would get 
overtime pay because the Charter 
does not set down the maximum 
number of hours in the work week. 

Let’s be realistic. If the Charter 
were to say that all hours over 40 
are overtime we would need another 
Charter amendment election as soon 
as the day comes—and it is surely 
coming!—when the 35-hour week 
wins general acceptance. Such re- 
strictions do not belong in a Charter. 
They are properly handled by ordi- 
nance as they are at present. 

Of more immediate importance 
to the city employe is the guarantee 
of premium pay for: overtime that 
is written into the new Charter. 
The present ordinance provides that 
city employes who work overtime 
get only time off or additional pay 
at the base rate. And this applies 
only to bi-weekly paid employes. 
The new Charter is more liberal. 
It would give all employes, includ- 
ing those paid by the hour, assur- 
ance of overtime pay or time off 
at the base rate plus an added 
amopnt to be fixed by ordinance. 

For example! Under the present 
Charter, an employe on a 40-hour 
week who works 50 hours in any 
one week gets 10 hours off in some 
later week (if he can be spared). 
The new Charter would give that 
same employe either say, 15 hours 
off or pay for 15 hours (and this 
decision would have to be made 
within 90 days): The exact number 
of hours and pay would be stipulated 
by ordinance. 

Mr. Webb. raises questions about 
my statement that I am not com- 
pletely satisfied with every provi- 
sion that is in this new Charter. 
This is a matter that hardly needs 
explanation. All such documents 
are the result of compromise. The 
Declaration of Independence was 
not fully approved by all who signed 
it, but once signed, they all sup- 
ported it because of its over-all 
Value to the majority of the peaple. 

Mr. Webb, in his capacity as an 
official of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, should protect the in- 
terests of city employes who belong 
to unions. It is my opinion that 
he is not protecting their interests 
when he opposes a charter that not 
only improves the overtime pay pro- 
visions of the city salary schedules 
but also improves other benefits 
for them.

Since Secretary Dulles flew to London to join 
the disarmament talks, there has been a marked 
rise in discussion of “open skies” inspection, 
and a marked decline in discussion of a sus- 
pension of H-bomb tests. 

It is not to be supposed that agreement on 
open skies would necessarily exclude agree- 
ment*on a nuclear test moratorium. But the 
history of the disarmament talks suggests that 
discussion of open skies usually takes place 
when discussion of more substantive measures 
of disarmament is not getting anywhere. 

The proposal to establish aerial or ground 
inspection is not a measure of disarmament in 
itself. The theory behind it is that, by offering 
both East and West some assurance against 


surprise attack, a period of open skies might 


develop confidence on both sides which would 
lead to later agreement for disarmament. 

So it might. Yet, looked at from another 
point of view, the situation may be described 
by saying that if the great powers do not trust 
each other enough to write a disarmament pact, 


. they certainly will not trust each other enough 


to open their territory to surveillance—whereas 
if they do enjoy enough mutual confidence to 
permit open skies, there is no reason why 
they should not also take meaningful steps of 
substantive disarmament. 

The simplest and most easily verified measure 
of substantive disarmament is a moratorium on 
further testing of at least the large-scale nuclear 
weapons. To convert the nuclear arms race 
into a process of nuclear disarmament, surely 
the first step is to stop the race where it is. 
And fortunately in the field of nuclear weapons 
this can be done with assurance that the other 
fellow is living up to the agreement, because 
super-bomb tests can be detected anywhere on 
earth, and smaller explosions can be detected 
if the moratorium is policed by international 
monitoring stations set up on the territory of 
all the nuclear powers. In theory, at least, the 
Soviet Union has agreed to accept such moni- 
toring. 

It would be a disappointment if the result 
of Mr. Dulles’s mission were to be a blanketing 
of the test moratorium issue by the open skies 
issue. How can President Eisenhower go on 
talking, as he did at his news conference 
Wednesday, about his deep desire to relieve 
men of the terrible fear of nuclear weapons, if 
he allows Mr. Dulles to sidestep/ the one prac- 
tical and effective way to make(a start in that 
direction? 

When confronted with the disparity between 
some of his statements on the subject and 
those of Mr. Dulles, the President took refuge 
in the familiar contention that he was speaking 
of ultimate “aspirations,” while Mr. Dulles was 
dealing with immediate realities. But he was 
not elected by the American people merely to 
express vague and fuzzy aspirations for the re- 
mote future. His responsibility is to reconcile 
the ideal and the real; to convert hope into 
achievement; to make a practical beginning 
toward bringing a deadly arms race under the 
control of world law and world conscience. 


The simplest way to do that is to try for an 
agreed suspension of nuclear tests, subject to 
sufficient international inspection to assure that 
any violations would be instantly detected. If 
Mr. Eisenhower fails to make a real effort to 
get such an agreement, he will not excuse 
himsélf before history by reporting that he tried 
to get open skies instead, and failed. 
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Squeakers Through

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The Air Force at 50 
On its Golden Anniversary the United States 
Air Force can take pride in its progress and 
achievements since that August day in 1907 
when a rather routine letter from the chief 
signal officer of the Army decreed establish- 
ment of an “aeronautical division.” 


One officer and two enlisted men comprised 
the unit that was to “have charge of all matters 
pertaining to military ballooning, air machines 
and kindred subjects.” Seven months later the 
Wright brothers were commissioned to build 
this nation’s first military plane—a rickety 
pusher-type biplane that looked like a box kite. 
Since then the Air Force has been through two 
world wars, playing a major part in the last one 
and now constituting the most powerful military 
force in existence. 

Its amazing growth, made possible by the 
many men who steadfastly refused to let the 
problems of the moment obscure the needs of 
the future, stands as a challenge to imagination 
and prognostication. But in the Air Force, as 
in the Army and in the Navy, the pendulum 


swings first on the side of offense and then on 


the side of defense. 

It was in 1923 that Col, Billy Mitchell upset 
the admirals and the ground force generals with 
a vivid presentation of what air power was to 
achieve. A striking series of photographs re- 
corded his planes bombing the surrendered 
German battleship, Ostfriedland, ,to Davy 
Jones’s Locker. That was‘a portent of what 
happened at Pearl Harbor in 1941. 


When World War II ended, the Air Force had 
80,000 planes and 2,411,000 personnel. Since 
the Korean War it has dropped in planes and 
men but possesses more power than ever be- 
fore. Yet it is well to remember that series of 
pictures that appeared in December, 1953, rival- 
ing in dramatic effect those of the Ostfriedland 
sinking. They showed a Nike ground-to-air 
missile striking and then blasting a four-motored 
bomber from the sky. 


Only last week the Air Force itself displayed 


| an air-to-air missile that.is guided by heat to 


its aerial target and is said to have 80 to 90 per 

cent accuracy, The rapid development of mis- 

siles in the last several years has led some en- 

thusiasts to predict that missiles and unmanned 
] 
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planes will be the basis of the Air Force in a 
few years. There are those who envision atomic- 
powered planes within the next 50 years and 
even some who talk of the electrostatic power 
of cosmic rays as a source of power. They see 
radar and anti-missile-missiles as leaving the 
plane supreme in the sky. = 

It may well be that the Air Force will be- 
come the Space Force within the next half cen- 
tury. Looking back over the past half century 
leads to the thought that even the prophecies of 
Jules Verne have a basis of scientific probabil- 
‘ity. 
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Wisconsin Chooses Two 

Wisconsin voters have assured the nation that 
the state will not send a McCarthyite to replace 
the late Senator Joseph McCarthy in the United 
States Senate. But -arch-conservatism if not 
McCarthyism still has a grip on Wisconsin Re- 
publicans. 

The Republican primary victor is former Gov. 
Walter J: Kohler Jr..—the only one of seven 
G.O.P. contestants who could be termed a firm 
Eisenhower supporter. He won by a close mar- 
gin of 9000 votes; however, and his vote: was 
only about half the total given his six more 
conservative G.O.P, opponents. 

Chief among these were Glenn Davis and 
Alvin O’Konski. While neither was an avowed - 
McCarthy man (the only admitted McCarthyite 
in the primary was snowed under), former Con- 


gressman Davis rallied the right-wing elements . 


of his party in an unsuccessful effort to defeat 
Senator Alexander Wiley last year. And Con- 
gressman O’Konski’s expensive’ campaign was 
extreme in attacks on Eisenhower foreign policy 
and extreme in promises of pensions and. bene- 
fits of all kinds. 

Former Gov. Kohler now faces an Aug. 27 
election against William Proxmire, the Demo- 
cratic primary victor. Mr. Proxmire defeated 
Congressman Clement Zablocki. The two Demn- 
ocrats polled only 31 per cent of the total 500,- 
000 votes cast, but interest naturally centered 
in the free-for-all Republican primary. Mr. 
Proxmire ran a close race for Governor last 
year and gave Gov. Kohler a good contest in 
1954. He might do it again. 

Wisconsin has obtained two good candidates 
for the vacant Senate seat, A realistic appraisal 
of the Republican vote does not indicate any 
sweeping return to the progressive ideals which 
once made Wisconsin famous.

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Oil, Protection and Security 


American oil companies, except those on the 


Pacific Coast, have been asked by President 
Eisenhower to reduce their imports of foreign 
oil by 10 per cent. Failure to do so, Washington 
indicated, “could lead to mandatory controls.” 


Senator Ralph Flanders of Vermont and Sena 
tor Frederick G. Payne of Maine, both Republi- 
cans, immediately protested that this request— 
which amounts to an order—will mean higher 
oil prices in the East, which can get oil more 
economically by water frorh Venezuela than by 
tank car or pipe line from Texas or Oklahoma. 
Senator Payne called it “sifocking favoritism for 
the oil fndustry which already enjoys preferen- 
tial tax privileges denied other industries.” 

The reason given for the request is that oil 
imports threaten to impair national security. 
How? ‘By discouraging exploration for oil in the 
United States, so we are told, thus making us 
too dependent on foreign sources. , 

Here the argument gets complicated. It has 
always been alleged that the preferential tax 
privileges mentioned by Senator Payne were 
vitally necessary to encourage exploration for 
oil. Now it turns out that protection from for- 
e, n competition is also vitally necessary. And 
in order to encourage the discovery of new oil 
reserves, the nation must use up faster the oil 
we already have. Is that really the road to 
national security? : 

Such oil state representatives as Senator Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas and Robert S. Kerr of 
Oklahoma, both Democrats, praised the decision 
because it will “provide some relief for our hard- 
pressed domestic producers.”

A-TEST HALT URGED 
BY CHURCH AGENC 


Report Before World Coun- 
cil Favors Step Without 
Waiting for Treaties. 


NEW HAVEN, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
An international church agency 
today suggested that Christians 
urge their governments to halt 
nuclear bomb tests—for a trial 
period — without waitjng for 
iron-clad treaties. 

The step was indorsed by the 
Commission of the Churches on | 
International Affairs in a re- 
port to a policy-making meeting 
of the World Council of 
Churches. Vigorous debate on 
the report was expected. 

The commission, a sort of 
diplomatic arm both of the 
World Council and of the In- 
ternational Missionary Council, 
said in its statement: 


“There is a risk for peace 
which Christians in countries 
projecting tests of nuclear 
weapons are justified in advo- 
cating, in the hope of breaking 
through the barriers of dis- 
trust. 3 

“They can urge their govern- 


period in the hope that others 
will do the same, a new con- 
fidence will be born, and foun- 
dations laid for lasting agree- 
ments.” 


The meeting of the World 
Council’s central committee, 
representing 165 Protestant and 
Orthodox denominations in 50 
nations, may act on the state- 
ment, or draw up a different 
pronouncement on the subject. 

The commission’s executive 
committee, which adopted the 
proposal on halting bomb tests, 
includes five Americans, two 
men from Great Britain, and 
one each from seven other 
countries—none of them Iron 
Curtain nations. 

Its statement set forth five 
objectives, which it said should 
be pursued to “overcome the 
menace of atomic war” and 
“safeguard as fully as possible 
the security of all nations.” 

1. “To stop, by interna- 
tional agreement, the testing 
of nuclear weapons.” 

2. “To bring to a halt the 
production of nuclear weap- 
ons, under such controls as 
will .most fully insure com- 
pliance.” 

3. “To develop measures 
which will reduce national 
‘ armaments, nuclear and con- 
ventional, with provision for 
necessary safeguards. . . .” 

4. “To accelerate interna- 
tional co-operation in the de- 
velopment of atomic power 
for peaceful purposes, under 
proper safeguards.” 

5. “To establish more ef- 
fective mechanisms for peace- 
ful‘ settlement of internation- 
al disputes.” 

The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the Most Rev. Geoffrey 
Francis Fisher, declared yes- 
terday that the council should 
not take sides in international 
disputes. He said it should stick 
to proclaiming “moral princi- 
ples” to help reconcile countries 
in conflict. 

Declaring that Jesus himself 
refused to take sides in specific 
political controversies, Dr. Fish- 
er added: “We are not to judge 
. . » moral indignation is ter- 
ribly dangerous dynamite.” 

His comménts drew a flood of 
speeches, some agreeing in part, 
others taking strong exception.

USDA Finds Home- 
makers in This Sec- 
tion Do a Good Job; 
But Short on Milk, 
Fresh Produce. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 
Fw with other women when 

it comes to meal planning? 
Well, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture wondered 
the same thing—that is, they | 
wanted to know how homemak- 
ers throughout the country com- 
pared on a regional basis. So 
they set out to investigate food 
buying habits all over the 
United States. They found out 
how much food and what kinds 
of food families buy and eat in 
various sections of the country, 
then calculated how many cal- 
ories and vitamins, how much 
calcium and other minerals were 

. represented. 

Here is an excerpt from a re- 
port on the study which we re- 
cently received, and which we 
thought might interest you: 

“In general, the typical Mid- 
west family is pretty well nour- 
ished; better than it was a few 
years ago. Mother’s meals pro- 
vide Dad and the youngsters 
with the food elements they 
need forsenergy, for maintaining 
weight, for regulating body 
functions and for repairing body 
tissues. If anything, they’re 
overly generous- in calories, 
which provide energy and also 
tend to pad waistlines. The 
calories are found principally in 
starches, sugars and fats. 

“Proteins are the building 
blocks of nature, and Midwest- 
ern families are pretty well sup- 
plied through an abundance of 
meat, milk, dairy products and 
eggs. This is especially true of 
farm families, but there’s no 
shortage among city folk either. 

“The only shortages pointed 
out by the Government study’ 
are in calcium and some of the 
vitamins, especially Vitamins A 
and C. Translated into what 
you ask for at the store, cal- 
cium means milk; Vitamin A 
means green and leafy vege- 
tables; Vitamin C means prin- 
cipally citrus fruit or tomatoes. 
City families in the Midwest 
tend to be below the mark in 
their milk drinking, which has 
an influence on teeth and 
bones, while farm families 
shortchange themselves on cit- 
rus fruit and the green and yel-- 
low vegetables affecting vision 
and general health.” 

So there you have it—the of- 
ficial pat on the back that says 
you are doing a good job. But

Care ot DairyProducts Important in Warm Weather 


Keep ice cream in’ the car- 
tons in your home freezer or 
frozen food compartment of the 
refrigerator if you have this 
new type of equipment. It may 
need to be softened a little at 
refrigerator temperature before 
using.

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HOUSE VOTES TO EXPAND 
SOCIAL SECURITY COVERAGE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP) 
—The House passed yesterday 
and sent to the Senate bills to 
expand social security coverage 
to include additional non-fed- 
‘eral employes now covered by 
state or interstate retirement 
systems. 

One bill would add California, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island 
to the eight states and Hawaii 
which already are permitted to 
divide their state retirement 
systems into two parts. It 
would give employes there the 
option of remaining in their 
present systems or transferring 
their entitlements to social se- 
curity old-age coverage. An- 
other bill woud afford the same 
option to employes in interstate 
agencies like bridge, tunnel or 
port authorities. 

The House also voted to 
amend the social security laws 
to expedite procedures by 
which employes may exercise 
their option for transferring 
their retirement benefits to so- 
cial security coverage.

>  — Oma Perfect Day

NCE or twice during a summer comes perfect 

weather for an Ozark float. But since such jaunts 

must be planned ahead of time, one takes pot luck 
on the skies overhead, the condition of the water and 
the way the fish feel 
about striking. Last

NEXT MORNING we were up bright and early and 
on our way to The Junction where Jacks Fork joins 
Cutrent river some eight miles below Eminence. This 
was to be the starting point for the journey of two and 
a half days downstream to Van Buren. Walter was 
loading his commissary boat, somewhat larger than a 
regular fishing hoat and equipped with a fair-sized 
outboard motor which takes a lot of the punishment 
out of paddling one of these heavy craft. To his cargo 
we added our bedrolls and duffle bags and such odds 
and ends of gear as we didn’t need in the canoe. Tom 
Martin, Walter’s brother and an equally experienced 
river man (though he divides his time between farm- 
ing and construction work in St. Louis), was running 
Ed and Adelaide’s fishing boat. Two finer fellows than 
pe to be on the river with, you couldn’t find any- 
where. 
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SOON WE WERE LOADED and, with a final word 
to our car drivers to look for us on the gravel bar in 
Van Buren on the third day at 2 in the afternoon, we 
shoved off from the bank, dipped our paddles, and 
were underway. Current river is running full again, 
well above the stage of the drouth years, and we were 
glad to be afloat once more on this most beautiful of 
Ozark streams. The morning was delightfully cool, the 
sky with just enough overcast to make us hope for 
good fishing. I tied a No. 2 gold spinner and brown 
woolly worm dressed with a small split pork rind on 
Ginnie’s leader and by the time we had run through 
Coot Chute there were a pair of good goggle-eyes and 
a bass of modest size on the stringer. The place-names 
along Current river are something to conjure with, al- 
though unless you float with the guides and spend a 
lot of time on the rivef, you find yourself forgetting 
them. But we went d past Red Rock and through 
Goose Bay which was, 20 years ago, one of the finest 
jack salmon holes on the river; and gradually the 
names came back to me. At a shady gravel bar across 
from the mouth of Blairs creek we found Walter's boat 
pulled up and a table spread for luncheon of which 
everyone tucked away a surprising amount. Then Ed 
and the girls spread their bedrolls for a nap while I 
watched Rick paddle bn - shallows. 


THE FARMS along this stretch of the Current are 
small, tucked into the hollows and narrow strips of 
bottom land and seldom visible from the stream. One 
is mainly conscious of the forest and of towering lime- 
stone bluffs that climb to high ridges 600 feet or more 
above the river level. The deer population has never 
grown here as it should and it is probable the hounds 
we could hear running all day long are responsible for 
this. Few fawns survive in a country where hounds 
run free day and night; nor will deer stay if they can 
move into quieter territory. Bird life is plentiful along 
the river, and this is an aspect of floating with the 
Cherbonniers which we especially enjoy. There aren't 
many fly fishermen who can tell you at lunch time 
that they’ve spotted a prothonotary warbler and a 
Louisiana water thrush or can identify the oven bird 
and white-eyed vireo from their calls in the deep tim- 
ber. At about 2:30 we were afloat again; down past the 
mouth of Bloom creek and around mile-long Owls 
Bend to Powder Mill Ferry where we waved to ferry- 
man Frank Sutton, resting in the shade. Then it was 
down over Booming Shoal, a beautiful fast-water run, 
and a short stop at Blue Spring before pushing hard 
for camp on a high gravel bar above Buttin Rock. 
How do you suppose it came by that name? But we 
were too grateful for a good day’s fishing, a cold swim 
and colder toddy, and Walter Martin’s steaks and 
French fried potatoes to worry about that—and before

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Acting Just a Job’ to Hans Conried 


But It's a Good One, and He Wouldn't Trade

HAKESPEARE or Luigi, “My 

Friend Irma” or “Can-Can” 

—they’re all part of the day’s 
work to Hans Conried. But the 
slim, versatile, long-haired actor 
is quick to add that the day's 
work is pleasant and at the 
moment he can’t think of any- 
thing he’d trade it for.

“Just 
a job.”

Brush-Fire Wars, 
669 ATELY I have heard the 
L phrase ‘brush-fire war’ 
several times,” writes a 
reader. “Would you define this 
for me?” 

I suppose that a completely 
accurate definition of “brush- 
fire war” would have to come 
from an expert in military sci- 
ence, but the general sense of 
the phrase is a localized war, 
especially one in which nuclear 
weapons are not used. 

The phrase has recently been 
used on several occasions by 
spokesmen for the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission who take the 
position that such small local 
wars are probably inevitable 
but that the deterrent threat of 
nuclear bombs will prevent any 
of the major powers from al- 
lowing these minor actions to 
develop into world-wide war- 
fare. Needless to shy, not all 
authorities support this rela- 
tively optimistic viewpoint. 

_. My records indicate that the 
phrase “brush-fire war” was 
first used in 1955, though its 
widespread use is more recent. 
A somewhat similar phrase, 
“proxy war,” has not proven so 


’ popular — perhaps because of 


the implication that in these 
small localized wars, the major 
powers may be using the lesser 
nations as pawns in the inter- 
national struggle.

Cleaning Asbestos-Cement 
Shingles 
NE of the few things that 
¢) can happen to the esbestos 
cement shingles, used on 
exterior walls of houses, is that 
they become dirty. 
Unlike wood siding that can 


be painted with a self-cleaning 


paint, asbestos shingles may be- 
come quite badly soiled and dis- 


colored especially if you live in 


an area where there is a lot of 
soot and stuff floating around 
in the air. 

When shingles of this type 
become soiled, you can brush 
off the loose dirt and then paint 
but often it’s not necessary to 


go to this expense. What : you 
can do instead is to wash the 
siding clean. 

You should spray the shingles 
down with your garden hose be- 
fore you start the actual scrub- 
bing. This will prevent the 
shingles absorbing the dirty 
water created by the scrubbing. 


A good cleaner for this job 
is made with plain old fashion 
warm water and a handful or so 
of household detergent. Use a 
stiff fiber scrubbing brush to 
scrub this solution over the 
shingles. Start at the bottom 
of the wall and work up. When 
you have finished an entire sec- 
tion, rinse thoroughly with the 
garden hose spray to remove all 
the loose dirt and dirty water. 


.The chances are that unless 
the shingles are very badly 
soiled, the cleaning will do the 
trick and leave them nice and 
bright. If it fails to do the trick, 
then allow the shingles to dry 
out and paint them if you wish.

He next took two rounds of 
diamonds and cashed the ace 
and queen of clubs, the ten fell 
from West and a heart was dis- 
carded from dummy. He cone 
tinued the nine of clubs, throw- 
ing another heart from dummy. 

Roth next played the ace of 
hearts and ruffed his heart loser 
with dummy’s last trump. He 
took the last trick with his 
queen of trumps, making five 
diamonds with the loss of a 
spade and a club. 

There is another way to play 
the hand by handling the clubs 
differently. Upon winning the 
second spade lead with a ruff, 
declarer can lead his low club 
toward dummy’s jack. If West 
comes up with the king, the 
jack, queen and ace of clubs 
all are good, and declarer gets 
rid of his heart loser as before. 

If East wins the club jack 
with the king, declarer can hope 
the club ten will fall, in which 
case he can win the heart ruff;

Ingredients: One _ boneless 
pork shoulder butt (about two

Nine times out of 10, 

when young people are 
asked what they'd like to have 
for supper, this is what we'll 
hear.

OST birds make nests in 
trees or bushes, but some 
lay their eggs on_ the 
ground, or on rock ledges.
